THOMAS CABLYLE, who died at his

He was intended originally for the 
church, but during bis university 
course his intentions were changed, 
and he adopted literature as a profes- 
sion. In this he has wielded an in- 
fluence tecond to none since Dr. John- 
son. He was excentric and extrava- 
gant, and his religious views were not 
regarded as orthodox.bnt he has long 
been recognized as the autocrat of En 
glish literature.

tinent observation!: "The growth of 
small men in the United States senate 
has increased so much in the last two 
decades that it threatens soon to ab- 
sorb that whole body. In the time of 
Webster, Clay, Calhoun, and Benton, 
it was only on very important occa- 
sions that any senator spoke longer 
than half an hour. At the present 
time senators occupy hours with what 
Hamlet calls "words, words, words," 
upon such subjects, as why a bridge 
over a stream near the senators' 
home should be repaired, or why some 
poor, but meritorious individual 
should receive some just reward." 


THE English political writer on 


political economy, Agustis Mongre- 
dien, defends the doctrine of free 
trade, even through all other countries 
than Great Britain adhere to the 
protective system, He says: 


"It has sometimes been asked, "Of 


what avail is the adoption of free 
trade to a country if every other 
country adheres to the protective sys- 
tem? What Is a single free trading 
nation like Great Britain to do when 
every other nation is tightening the 
bonds of restriction, and isolating 
itself as much as it can from the rest 
of the world? What is to become of 
our foreign trade if all otber coun- 
tries resolve on having as few dealings 
as possible with each other, and, as a 
necessary consequence, with us?" In 
the first place, let us observe that this 
question most proceed from a free 
trader, and must pre-suppose that the 
curtailment, of foreign trade is an 
evil. For if it were not so, and if the 
querist deemed commercial isolation 
to be an advantage, what room has he 
for complaint if foreign nations, by 
carrying the protective system out in 
its integrity, should force upon us the 
blessings of isolation? If it really 
be the final object of sound commer- 
cial policy that each country shall 
supply its own wants (far da it) and 
be Independent of the outer world, 
then it mart be absurd for us to 
banker after foreign trade. 
Why 


should we repine at protection indi 
reetty producing tin same effects on 
us as on its own votaries? If those 
effects are beneficial to them they 
most be so to us. It to evident then 
that the querist is a free trader, only 
be Is scared and shaken by the unan- 
imity with which free trade has so far 
been scouted by foreign nations. True 
that all their scientific Inquirers are 
in favour of it, but the "still, small 
voice" of science is drowned in the 
load clamour of the interested, the 
pMfto not understanding the question 
ace silent, and the rulers side with the 
active and energetic.

THE IRSH qCESTION. 


A writer in the Missouri Rtpublican 


submits the following sensible sug- 
gestions for the consideration of the 
Irish people with reference to their 
present disturbed condition, 
which 


they will do well to consider: 


"We do not believe that the most 


ultra advocates of Irish rights are 
willing to assert that Ireland 13 pre- 
pared now to acorn pliah by force what 
may be refused by parliament. With- 
out anything like military organiza- 
tion, without arms and without means, 
the idea of a portion of the Irish peo- 
ple, fur they are not unanimous, con- 
tending with the power of the British 
empire is simply absurd. The atten- 
tion ofJEngland is entirely disengaged 
her navy was never stronger and her 
ability to coerce the Irish is vastly 
greater than it was in 1798 or duiing 
the subsequent risings. Then there 
were wars and complications on the 
continent 
and a thousand 
perils 


threatened besides the outbreaks in 
Ireland. What could not be acconv 
plished under more favorable ciicum- 
stances is not likely to be accomplished 
now when the Irish strength is weaker 
and the English power is fteer, so 
that anything like ;i revolution in 
Ireland need not be anticipated now 
with much of confidence or hope." 


For calling attention to the above 


paragraph we do not desire to be con- 
sidered in sympathy with England in 
any disposition she may have to en- 
croach upon the rights of Ireland, or 
to oppress her people, neither do we 
with held sympathy from the latter in 
their efforts to secure release from the 
burdens which are unjustly imposed 
upon. Let them continue to discuss 
the questions at issue, aud appeal to 
the governing power for the redress 
of their wrongs, but to rise in open 
rebellion would not only be a wi etch- 
ed failure, but would postpone tlie 
day of their relief for a generation at 
least. The Irish people have many 
warm friends in the British Parlia- 
ment who are constantly gaining in- 
fluence and numbers, and legitimate 
discussion, and continued appeal will 
work like leaven in that body until 
the desired relief shall come.

Mi;n Who Require Presence of Mind.

Many railroad accidents are prevented 


by a presence of mind on the part of en- 
gineers. A passenger train on the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy road was 
rounding a sharp curve, just under a 
piece of tall timber. The watchful en- 
gineer saw a tree lying across the track 
sixty feet ahead of the locomotive 
The 


train was running at a rate of thirty-five 
miles an hour, and to check its momen- 
tum before reaching the obstruction was 
•jut of the question. 


The engineer took in the situation at a 


glance. He threw the throttle wide open, 
utid the engine shot ahead with the ve- 
locity of an arrow, and with so tremen- 
dous force that the tree was picked up by 
the cow-catcher and flung from the track 
as if it had been only a willow withe. 4 
muu with not so cool a head would havs 
made the best possible use of those sixty 
feet in the way of checking the speed of 
the train. That would have caused dis- 
aster. 


Bradford; an engineer, was bringing 


an express train over the Kankakee line 
from Indianapolis. As the train shot out 
from a deep cut and struck a short piece 
of straight track leading to a bridge a 
herd of colts was discovered running 
dowti the road. The distance to the riv- 
er was only one hundred feet. 
Bradford 


knew he could not stop the train, and 
also knew that if the colts beat the loco- 
motive to the bridge they would fall be- 
tween the timbers, and the obstruction 
would throw the train off and probably 
result in a frightful loss of life. 


It took him only half a second to think 


of all this. The other half of the second 
was utilized in giving his engine such a 
quantity of steam that it covered that 
one hundred feet of track in about the 
same time that a bolt of lightning would 
travel from the tip of a lightning rod to 
the ground.' The colts were struck and 
hurled down the embankment just as 
they were entering the bridge.
